SMALLPOX 


The following is the personal ex- 
perience of the writer. A few years 
ago a sick man was landed from his 
ship at a busy seaport. He was taken 
to the home of a relative, and died 
one week later, not having been seen 
by a doctor until just before death, 
when his illness was diagnosed as 
emallpox. Six weeks later all the 
members of that household except one 
died of virulent smallpox. The ex- 
ception had been vaccinated in in- 
fancy; he had a mild attack followed 
by complete recovery. The disease 
spread, rapidly assuming epidemic 
form, and before it was controlled 
over thirty victims died, and without 
exception they were unvaccinated, 


Five cases of scmallpox were re- 
ported in Edmonton recently, they 
had been in contact with many people 
before being isolated. Known con- 
tacts were vaccinated but were those 
others unknown immune to infection? 


Every individual has a right to his 
own opinion on any subject whatso- 
ever, but has he the right to impose 
that opinion on others or to en- 
danger the health of the community 
by the practice of that belief?
